Location 


Christian  College,  a  Christian  Institution  is  beautifully 
located  in  a  grove,  part  of  a  tract  of  land  running  along  the 
Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad,  twenty-eight  miles  North  of 
Raleigh,  and  one  mile  north  of  the  corporate  limits  of 
Franklinton,  North  Carolina.  Federal  route  number  one, 
which  separates  the  railroad  from  the  campus,  adds  greatly 
to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds  and  gives  tourists  an 
opportunity  to  get  a  panorama  of  this  tract  of  land  consist- 
ing of  eighty-two  and  three-fourths  acres. 

Franklinton  Christian  College  had  its  origin  in  the 
formation  of  a  public  school  in  the  Franklinton  Christian 
Church  in  1879,  with  H.  E.  Long  as  teacher.  It  had  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  many  of  the  workers  of  the 
Southern  Christian  Convention  and  received  aid  from  the 
public  school  fund. 

There  was  such  a  deep  interest  in  education  manifested 
by  the  colored  people  until  it  became  necessary  to  increase 
tne  capacity  of  the  school  and  employ  other  teachers. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Watson,  then  mission  secretary,  made  an  appeal 
for  assistance  through  the  Herald  of  Gospel  Liberty  and 
many  of  the  Northern  friends  responded.  The  colored  people 
were  able  at  this  time,  through  special  effort,  to  purchase 
the  land,  then  valued  at  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00) 
on  which  Northern  friends  furnished  money  for  the  main 
building,  now  known  as  the  administration  building  and 
boys  dormitory.  This  building  was  erected  in  1880  and 
the  school  was  formally  opened  in  the  new  building  January 
1st,  1882,  under  the  name  of  Franklinton  Literary  and 
Theological  Institute.  In  1886  the  institution  was  placed 
under  the  care  of  the  American  Christian  Convention,  and 
a  Board  of  Control  was  elected  to  foster  its  interest  and 
direct  its  work.  In  1891  a  charter  was  obtained  from  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  the  name  of  the  school  was 
changed  to  Franklinton  Christian  College. 

A  second  building  "The  Hermitage"  or  teachers  home,  was 
erected  by  North  Carolina  Christian  Conference  (Colored). 
The  history  of  the  school  has  been  one  of  progress.     The 
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most  marked  development  of  Franklinton  Christi°n  College, 
lias  been  its  spiritual  growth.  From  the  foundation  of  the 
institution,  the  Bible  has  been  the  leading  text  book.  Its 
aim  is  to  assist  the  students  in  acquiring  high  morals  and 
high  intellectual  standards.  Those  who  have  graduated 
from  the  College  rank  well  as  teachers,  doctors,  ministers  of 
the  gospel,  editors  and  managers  of  large  business  interests. 
While  the  College  has  a  commendable  history  of  the  past, 
its  future  is  full  of  promise;  its  course  of  study  has  been 
raised,  more  departments  of  work  have  been  added,  and 
it  is  the  aim  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  the  faculty  to 
keep  the  work  of  Franklinton  Christian  College  abreast 
with  all  the  institutions  of  like  grade. 

WORK  OF  VARIOUS  MISSIONARY  SOCIETIES 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  recognize  the 
cooperation  that  the  President  has  received  from  the  various 
Women's  organizations,  not  only  in  this  State,  but  in 
Virginia,  and  throughout  the  North.  It  has  been  by  the 
work  of  such  organizations,  that  our  Mission  room  has  been 
kept  open,  and  from  which  we  have  made  valuable  sales, 
thus  increasing  our  local  receipts  greatly.  Too  much  honor 
could  not  be  given  at  this  time  for  the  noble  work  of  the 
white  women  and  the  women  of  our  race  who  have  proven 
themselves  to  be  our  sincere  friends  in  the  work  here  in 
Franklinton. 

Space  in  this  catalogue  will  not  permit  a  lengthy  state- 
ment concerning  the  work  of  our  women,  but  we  are  desirous 
of  expressing  our  deep  feeling  of  gratitude  for  the  very 
splendid  manner  in  which  the  school  has  been  remembered 
by  our  never  tiring  women.  The  men  have  worked  well,  but 
this  word  of  praise  is  submitted  in  an  expression  of 
confidence  for  our  women  in  their  various  forms  of  society 
organizations.  The  white  women  of  the  North  are  to  receive 
special  mention  for  the  many  boxes  of  clothing,  and  fine 
material  for  the  New  Building.

TIME  FOR  PAYMENT 

Monthly  charges  are  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each 
school  month,  the  following  is  a  table  of  the  school  months : 
September  18,  October  18,  November  18,  December  18,  Jan- 
uary 18,  February  18,  March  18,  April  18. 

Students  will  be  allowed  ten  days  grace  in  payment  of 
monthly  charges  after  which  such  student  or  students  will 
not  be  allowed  in  the  dining  hall  for  meals,  until  such 
charges  are  paid.  If  such  bills  are  not  met  within  fifteen 
days,  the  student  or  students  will  be  barred  from  all  classes 
until  charges  are  paid. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  an  examination  in  any 
department  of  the  institution  who  has  not  paid  the  charges 
due  on  the  preceding  settling  day  unless  special  permission 
has  been  secured. 

No  student  will  receive  a  diploma  of  promotion  until  all 
bills  are  paid.  This  is  done  in  order  that  all  bills  of  the 
Institution  may  be  promptly  adjusted. 

The  school  offers  an  opportunity  for  a  limited  number  of 
students  to  aid  themselves,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
school  to  give  preference  to  those  who  register  first. 

The  school  year  consists  of  eight  months  of  twenty  school 
days  each.  All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  students, 
must  pay  at  least  one  month's  expense  and  the  annual  fees 
before  they  can  be  registered. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  Franklinton  Christian 
College  should  be  eligible  for,  at  least,  seventh  grade  work. 
Each  must  present  a  record  signed  by  the  president  or 
principal  of  the  school  last  attended. 

Applications  will  be  furnished  on  request  and  should  be 
filled  out  and  returned  promptly. 

Students  must  register  within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the 
opening  of  the  semester  if  credit  for  the  work  of  that 
semester  is  desired. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION 

At  the  close  of  each  school  month  there  will  be  a  monthly 
examination  given.  The  semester  examination  will  cover 
the  work  of  the  preceding  months. 

A  record  is  kept  on  file  of  daily  work  in  each  subject 
and  this  average  with  the  examination  grade  determines 
the  student's  actual  standing. 

Students  absent  one-eighteenth  of  the  recitations  in  any 
subject  may  be  required  to  repeat  the  study  the  following 
semester. 

Sixty-nine  (69)  is  a  mark  of  condition:  Seventy  (70)  is  a 
passing  mark. 

Students  entering  later  than  ten  days  in  any  month  will 
be  charged  fifty  (50)  cents  a  day  for  the  remaining  days  of 
that  month.  If  he  registers  within  five  days  of  the  month, 
he  will  pay  the  regular  charge  for  the  month. 

Two  reports  are  sent  direct  from  the  office  to  the  parents, 
one  at  the  close  of  the  first  semester,  and  one  at  the  close 
of  the  second  semester,  covering  the  work  completed  in  the 
previous  semester. 

All  money  sent  for  the  school  expenses  should  be  sent 
direct  to  the  President  by  Post  Office  Money  Order, 
Registered  Letter  or  Bank  Draft.  A  receipt  will  be  returned 
for  all  money  received. 

In  case  of  serious  illness,  parents  or  guardians  will  be 
promptly  notified  by  the  school  authorities  with  the  doctors 
statement  of  the  illness  and  expense  of  treatment.  This 
matter  should  be  immediately  considered  and  the  money 
paid  through  the  office.  As  health  is  a  vital  necessity  in 
the  lives  of  individuals,  matters  representing  such  cases 
should  be  looked  after  by  the  parents  and  guardians  at  once. 

Students  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  arrive 
at  the  College  on  Sunday. 
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Students  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

Students  are  advised  to  deposit  their  money  in  the  office 
for  safe  keeping.  The  college  will  not  be  responsible  for 
money  lost  until  it  is  thus  given  in  its  care. 

At  least  thirty  minutes  work  is  required  each  day  of 
students  under  the  supervision  of  a  divisional  officer  for 
which  no  compensation  will  be  given. 

Each  student  must  bring  three  pillow  cases,  four  sheets 
for  single  beds,  two  blankets,  table  napkins  and  towels 
marked  with  full  name  of  owner. 

Each  student  must  be  provided  with  rubber  shoes  and 
an  umbrella;  also  with  plain  and  comfortable  clothing 
sufficient  to  last,  at  least  one  term.  Simplicity  in  dress  is 
encouraged. 

TEXT  BOOKS 

Students  should  not  purchase  text  books  until  they  are 
assigned  classes^  Books  and  stationery  of  all  kinds  used 
in  the  school  ma#J  be  purchased  at  the  office  of  the  College. 
Second-hand  books  should  not  be  purchased  unless  recom- 
mended by  the  principal.  All  books  and  stationery  must  be 
paid  for  cash.         ■'■>■ 

Students  who  fail  to  supply  themselves  with  the  neces- 
sary books  in  a  reasonable  time  will  be  excluded  from  such 
classes. 

From  five  to  ten  dollars  will  be  needed  for  books.  It  will 
save  time  if  the  students  are  allowed  to  bring  the  money 
and  deposit  it  in  the  office  when  they  register. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATIONS 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  college  to  so  develop  the  habit 
of  virtuous  self-government  that  it  will  become  a  fixed 
principle  of  character.  With  this  end  in  view,  the  rules 
adopted  are  few,  plain  and  reasonable. 

Students  must  keep  their  rooms  clean  and  in  good  order 
ready  for  inspection  at  all  times. 

Card  playing,  the  use  of  tobacco  or  intoxicating  liquors, 
the  possession  and  use  of  fire  arms,  profane  language  and 
all  other  improper  acts  are  strictly  forbidden. 
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Students  absenting  themselves  from  class,  study  hall, 
chapel  exercises  and  from  the  school  grounds  without  per- 
mission render  themselves  liable  to  discipline. 

Students  visiting  each  other's  rooms  during  study  hour, 
and  visiting  the  dining  room  and  kitchen  without  permission, 
is  prohibited. 

All  boarding  students  are  required  to  attend  College, 
Sunday  School,  Church  Services  and  Mid-week  Services. 

Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  discontinue  a  subject 
studied  until  completed  without  the  consent  of  the  principal 
in  conference  with  the  teacher. 

Unless  by  special  arrangements  students  whose  parents 
do  not  reside  in  the  city  must  live  in  the  dormitory. 

Ladies  cannot  receive  visits  from  gentlemen,  other  than 
fathers  and  brothers,  except  in  the  presence  of  a  chaperone. 

Students  who  do  not  apply  themselves  willingly  to  their 
studies,  who  do  not  conform  willingly  to  the  rules  or  whose 
influence  is  evil  will  be  suspended  or  expelled  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Council  Administration. 

EXTRA  CURRICULUM  ACTIVITIES 

In  order  to  promote  the  fullest  possible  development  of 
the  students'  life,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Institution  to  offer 
to  each  student  opportunity  to  participate  in  that  phase  of 
activity  for  which  he  is  best  fitted. 

RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES 

The  College  is  positively  Christian.  Christian  Education 
is  its  policy.  It  is  the  law  of  Christ.  The  School  is  generously 
broad  and  non-sectarian. 

Daily  Chapel  Exercises — The  opening  exercise  takes  place 
in  the  chapel  each  school  day  from  8:30  a.  m.  to  8:55  a.  m. 
The  exercises  consist  of  singing,  scripture  reading  and 
prayer.  Short  talks  are  occasionally  made  on  important 
topics  by  the  president,  members  of  the  faculty  and  visitors. 
Important  announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening 
period.  The  faculty,  as  well  as  the  students,  should  attend 
these  exercises  in  which  all  find  pleasure  and  profit. 

Prayer  Meeting — These  meetings  are  conducted  Sunday 
evenings  and  Wednesday  evenings.  They  are  held  in  order 
to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the  school  vigorous 
and  healthy. 
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Christian  Associations — Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion and  Women's  Christian  Association  are  instrumental  in 
toning  up  and  deepening  the  moral  and  religious  life  and 
activity  of  the  student  body. 

LITERARY  ACTIVITIES 

John  Blood — John  Blood  Literary  Society  renders  a 
program  every  Friday  night,  and  all  students  are  required 
to  perform  during  the  month. 

Lyceum — The  purpose  of  the  Lyceum  is  to  promote  State 
Debate,  Freshman-Sophomore  Debate,  Declamation  Contest 
and  Junior  Oratorical  Contest. 

Music  Department — This  department  makes  a  specialty 
of  operettes,  glee  clubs,  quartettes,  choruses,  vocal,  instru- 
mental and  negro  melodies. 

ATHLETICS 

Athletic  Association — The  College  has  a  fine  record  in 
manly  sports.  This  association  is  under  the  faculty  super- 
vision with  student  officers.  The  following  rules,  which  are 
rigidly  enforced,  indicate  clean  character  and  fair  play : 

(1)  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  participate  in  any 
form  of  athletics  who  fails  in  pass  in  two-thirds  of  his 
subjects. 

(2)  All  games  must  be  arranged  in  cooperation  with 
faculty  representative  and  the  student  manager. 

(3)  Any  member  of  the  team  who  cuts  his  classes  or 
neglects  study  in  order  to  play  or  practice,  thereby  severs 
his  connection  with  the  team. 

(4)  Teams  are  not  allowed  to  travel  on  Sunday  either 
going  or  returning. 

(5)  No  student  shall  receive  remuneration  for  his  service 
on  the  athletic  teams,  but  consideration  will  be  given  by  the 
school  in  case  of  accident  or  illness  sustained  by  participat- 
ing in  the  various  forms  of  athletics. 

KING  ATHLETIC  FIELD 

This  field  is  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  M.  C.  King,  practicing 
physician  of  Franklinton,  N.  C,  and  a  graduate  of  Frank- 
linton  Christian  College.  This  field  is  located  three  hundred 
(300)  yards  north  of  Administration  Building  and  runs 
parallel  with  Federal  Route  Number  1. 
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PRIZES 

The  Board  of  Control  offers  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
to  the  student  who  brings  in  the  largest  number  of  new 
students  for  the  opening  of  each  year  in  September. 

A  prize  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  will  be  given  by  the 
Instructor  of  Home  Economics  to  the  student  who  maintains 
the  highest  average  in  Art  and  Science  for  the  scholastic 
year. 

A  prize  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  will  be  given  as  first  prize 
to  the  Junior  High  School  student  for  superiority  in  oratory 
and  a  second  prize  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  will  be  given  to 
the  student  who  may  rank  second  in  the  contest. 

The  John  H.  Fulcher  prize  of  $50.00  to  be  given  annually 
consists  of  $35.00  as  a  scholarship  prize  to  be  awarded  to  the 
High  School  student  who  maintains  the  highest  scholastic 
average  for  the  year. 

The  remaining  $15.00  will  be  divided  for  the  Junior 
Oratorical  Contest.  First  Rrize,  $10.00,  and  a  second  prize 
of  $5.00. 

Two  prizes  will  be  offered  for  the  Seventh  Grade  Declama- 
tion Contest,  first  prize  three  dollars  ($3.00)  and  a  second 
prize  of  one  dollar  ($1.00). 

A  general  prize  of  ten  dollars  is  offered  to  the  Senior 
student  who  maintains  the  highest  all-round  average  for 
four  years  in  high  school. 

The  English  Department  offers  a  prize  of  five  dollars 
($5.00)  to  the  student  of  English  who  maintains  the  highest 
average  for  four  years. 

An  annual  prize  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  is  offered  to  the 
student  who  receives  the  highest  average  for  the  year  in 
English. 

The  Department  of  Mathematics  offers  a  prize  of  five 
dollars  ($5.00)  to  the  student  who  maintains  the  highest 
average  for  the  scholastic  year  in  mathematics. 

The  Science  Department  offers  a  prize  of  five  dollars 
($5.00)  to  the  student  in  science  who  presents  the  neatest 
note-book  together  with  the  highest  scholastic  average. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Education  offers  a  prize  of 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  to  the  student  who  may  be  selected  as 
the  best  all-round  athlete  for  the  year.  Such  recommenda- 
tion is  to  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Physical  Education. 
Points  upon  which  student  must  be  rated:  Conduct,  Skill 
and  Spirit  of  Play. 

Two  annual  prizes  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  each  is  offered 
to  the  boy  and  girl  for  the  neatest  kept  room. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

New  arrangements  have  been  made  for  our  industrial 
program  with  increased  facilities  in  the  Home  Economics 
Department,  Carpenter  Shop  for  boys,  Farming,  Com- 
mercial work,  and  general  industrial  activities.  In  connection 
with  the  commercial  department  there  is  a  small  fee  to  be 
considered,  and  the  student  who  might  be  interested  in  such 
a  course  should  arrange  for  a  little  extra  money  each  month. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT 

Competent  teachers  have  charge  of  this  department  which 
serves  especially  in  preparing  pupils  for  our  high  school 
department.

Course  of  Study

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
BIBLE 

This  course,  more  or  less  flexible,  can  be  adapted; to  the 
social  needs  of  the  class.  A  typical  program  which  includes 
a  study  of  social  life  and  institutions  of  the  Hebrews  as 
reflected  in  Literature  of  the  Old  Testament.  Correlated 
with  the  study  of  the  earlier  historical  works  of  the  Bible 
and  major  prophets  and  their  religious  significance. 

ENGLISH 

The  general  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are : 

(1)  To  increase  the  student's  ability  to  speak  and  write 
correctly  and  forcibly. 

(2)  To  furnish  a  working  knowledge  of  leading  authors. 

(3)  To  develop  an  appreciation  for  good  literature  and 
a  desire  for  reflective  reading.  This  will  include  spelling 
and  a  proper  sentence  formation.  Unity,  order  and  develop- 
ment of  sentences  and  paragraphs  as  well  as  description, 
narration,  exposition  and  argumentation  are  studied  in 
detail.  The  proper  use  of  these  is  brought  out  in  themes 
and  collateral  reading. 
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MODERN  LANGUAGES 

FRENCH 

French  is  offered  as  an  elective  to  give  the  student  an 
appreciative  knowledge  of  the  language,  both  written  and 
spoken.  Selections  from  the  best  authors  are  used  in  this 
course. 

LATIN 

Latin,  also  an  elective,  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the 
student  to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construc- 
tions of  Latin  Grammar  and  furnishes  a  background,  not 
only  for  English  but  for  other  languages. 

MATHEMATICS 

There  are  at  least  three  principal  aims  in  this  department, 
(1)  To  prepare  the  student  to  apply  Mathematics  to  every 
day  problems.  (2)  To  develop  accuracy  and  power  of  mathe- 
matical reasoning.  (3)  It  furnishes  a  foundation  for  higher 
mathematics. 

HISTORY 

This  course  furnishes  the  student  the  knowledge  of 
Ancient,  Medieval  and  Modern  times.  The  life  of  the  Negro 
as  reflected  through  History  is  brought  before  the  students 
in  this  course. 

SCIENCE 

The  courses  of  study  in  this  department  are  designed  for 
the  purpose  of  training  in  habits  of  precision,  accuracy, 
observation  and  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

ECONOMICS 

An  elementary  study  of  principles  which  govern  business, 
production,  consumption,  scarcity  and  exchange  of  all  those 
things  which  man  considers  valuable  and  how  these  prin- 
ciples affect  our  every  day  life. 

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  students 
who  wish  to  prepare  for  clerical  work  to  receive  the  funda- 
mental principles  upon  which  the  course  is  based. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 

This  department  includes  both  Domestic  Science  and 
Domestic  Art.  Domestic  Science  or  Household  Science  is 
very  important,  for  it  lies  at  the  root  of  things.  The  object 
of  it  is  to  fit  young  women  to  be  good  housekeepers,  wives 
and  mothers  so  as  to  make  it  a  place  of  health,  comfort 
and  pleasure. 

The  instruction  in  Domestic  Arts  includes  plain  sewing, 
fancy  work,  cutting,  designing  dressmaking  and  a  study 
of  textiles.

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  qualify  leaders  for 
the  great  work  of  the  Christian  Ministy.  As  the  Christian 
Church  must  have  trained  men  and  women  who  are  able  to 
measure  up  to  all  the  responsibilities  which  the  Ministry  of 
today  carries  with  it,  this  department  can  be  of  invaluable 
assistance  in  equipping  them  for  their  life  work.  , 

By  following  the  prescribed  course,  the  conditions  which 
at  present  obtain  can  be  more  adequately  met  and  the  needs 
of  the  Church  properly  FULFILLED. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

This  department  will  be  open  to  all  persons  who  are 
seeking  to  become  better  prepared  to  carry  on  the  great 
work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  They  must  be  imbued  with 
the  Spirit  of  Christ  and  show  sufficient  evidence  of  their 
call  of  God  to  the  Ministry  by  their  Christian  character  and 
vital  piety  and  their  sincere  devotion  to  the  work  for  which 
the  Ministry  is  set  apart.  Applicants  should  bring  satis- 
factory recommendations  from  the  Church  to  which  they 
belong.  A  diploma  will  be  given  those  who  complete  the 
prescribed  course  and  pass  the  required  examinations. 
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SIX  WEEKS  COURSE 

A  special  course  has  been  arranged  for  pastors  and  other 
Christian  workers,  who  find  it  impossible  to  attend  school 
for  the  whole  term.  This  course  proved  very  successful 
last  year.  A  large  number  attended  and  went  away  with 
new  inspiration  and  greater  love  for  Christian  College. 
Three  of  the  young  men  who  attended  last  term  were 
ordained,  and  one  was  licensed.  Special  lectures  are  given 
on  Evangelism,  Homiletics  and  Religious  Education.  During 
the  six  weeks,  special  addresses  will  be  given  by  leading 
Ministers  of  the  City  and  State.  This  course  will  be  of 
great  help  to  pastors,  and  all  should  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  become  more  efficient  to  preach  the  glad 
news  of  human  redemption. 

Those  who  are  planning  to  take  this  course  should  notify 
the  Dean  at  once  so  that  special  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  them. 

All  the  ministers  are  expected  to  attend  the  daily  chapel 
exercises,  and  all  other  religious  meetings.  The  Theological 
Fraternity  meets  every  Thursday  at  6:30  p.m.  and  lasts 
one  hour.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  train  the 
men  to  be  better  preachers  by  practicing  what  they  learn 
in  the  class-room.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

A  complete  description  of  all  the  courses  offered  cannot 
be  given  at  present,  but  we  herewith  submit  a  general  outline 
of  some  of  the  special  courses  that  will  be  given  this  year, 
so  that  one  may  get  a  partial  view  of  what  the  department 
is  undertaking. 

1.  Biblical  Interpretation.  In  this  course  one  is  expected 
to  get  a  general  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  which  will  enable 
the  student  to  interpret  properly  its  message  in  the  light 
of  the  political  and  social  conditions  that  prevailed  at  the 
time  of  its  writing.  Bible  characters,  miracles,  types  and 
metaphors,  and  parables,  are  discussed  in  the  light  of  present 
day  knowledge. 

2.  Homiletics.  The  aim  of  preaching;  the  kinds  of  ser- 
mons; sermonic  material;  the  minister's  duty  by  his  text; 
sermons  of  great  preachers  constructively  criticized ;  mean- 
ing of  public  worship;  pulpit  decorum.  Students  will  be 
expected  to  make  outlines  for  texts,  and  occasionally  short 
sermons  will  be  preached  to  the  class  from  these  texts. 

3.  Evangelism.  What  it  is  and  what  its  real  purpose  is; 
the  need  of  salvation;  modern  methods  of  conducting 
revivals ;  individual  responsibility  in  soul  winning ;  the  place 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  revivals. 

4.  Old  Testament.  The  creation  of  old  things:  Man's 
position  in  the  universe ;  the  condition  of  man  after  the  Fall ; 
Noah  and  his  times;  the  beginning  and  development  of 
the  Hebrew  Nation;  their  sojourn  in  Egypt  and  their 
deliverance;  the  outstanding  Hebrew  patriarchs;  the  king- 
doms of  Israel.
